taken out 
$250,000. 
I asked Col. Fred about it, and 
received this letter:

to pay 
for the house 
3 Fast Sixty-sixth street, $25,000 from 
sale of t lie Long Branch cottage built while 
father 
was president, 
$15,000 from the 
sale of Anglo-American bank stock that 
mother had owned som e years, and $ 10,- 
OOO from savings from her income and all 
advances that father had given herj, and 
$150,000 he had obtained from Mr. Van­ 
derbilt. 
My father's expenses were about $ ,000 
a month, $ 1,000 of which he allowed my 
m other for maintaining their home, $500 
he gave in charity, and $500 ho kept for 
his oiv.i use, hut gave m ost of this aw ay in 
presents. 
My father's income and profits outside of 
the firm of Grant & Ward (afterthe $250,- 
0 00 was raised) was greater than 
the 
am ount lie spent. 
Father made no in­ 
vest ments while in the firm except those 
lie left with the firm, and Mr. Ward had 
charge of the securities. 
As tor myself, 1 took from the firm of 
Grant A Ward a b o u t 
less than 1 put 
in. 
What J did take out was paid as prof­ 
its to those whose money 1 was using, ex­ 
cept so much as it took to support my 
family m a becoming wav. 
I had $57,000 
when 1 first knew Mr. Ward, now I owe 
$500,000 through his treachery. 
1 have nearly every check I ever drew in 
my life, n full history of every transaction 
1 ever entered into, and if anybody who 
lias any right to inquire into my affairs 
wants to know about any or all of my 
transactions, my books are open to them. 
If you * e tit to make public my transac­ 
tions with Ward, do so —there is nothing I 
wish to cover up—on the contrary, I would 
like everything known. 
“I ha ve done nothing I am ashamed of, 
except Hint I dealt with such men as Fish 
and Ward, and there is nothing I am sorry 
for except the suffering w hich lias befallen 
innocent people through my confidence it; 
these men. 
J was not a member of the 
firm, but I believe I conhl have been de­ 
ceived just as my father and brother were— 
had 1 been one of the partners. Jean truly 
say that I regret that I did not occupy the 
place my father had in this firm, for I be­ 
lieve Ids disease was brought on and his 
death hastened by the treachery of these 
men.

Mr. Purrington said he had crossed out 
the am ount lost because Col. Grant had 
mistaken the am ount.

Ward feared this,

The state elections of the current year 
are not many, but some of them are im­ 
portant. 
Following is the list: 
Arkansas will elect at a special election on 
Nov. 10, an associatejusticeofthe supreme 
court to fill the unexpired term of the Hon. t

deceased. Colorado 
will 
elect.

supreme court. Connecticut 
will 
elect, 
on 
Nov.

one-half its state senate 
for one year only and the members of its 
bouse of representatives. 
Florida elected, 
on May 5, the members of a constitutional 
convention, which met in Tallahassee on 
Tuesday, June 9, and framed a new consti­ 
tution for the state, and provided that it 
should be subm itted to the vote of the peo­ 
ple * n Tuesday, Nov. 2, 1886. 
Iowa will 
elect on Nov. 3, governor and other state of­ 
ficers and legislature. 
Kentucky elected on 
Aug. 3 the Democratic candidate for state 
treasurer and rejected a proposition to 
hold a convention to revise the constitu­ 
tion of the state. 
Maryland will elect on 
Nov. 3 controller and clerk of the court of 
appeals. 
M assachusetts will elect on Nov. 
3 governor and other state officers and 
legislature, and vote upon a proposed 
amendm ent to the constitution of the 
state providing for precinct votingintow ns. 
Michigan elected on April 6 the fusion candi­ 
dates for supreme judge and regents of the 
sta te university. 
Mississippi will elect on 
Nov. 3 governor and other sta te officers 
and legislature. Nebraska will elect on Nov. 
3 supreme judge and regents of the state uni­ 
versity. New Jersey will elect on N ov. 3 part 
of the senate and the assem bly. 
New York 
will elect on N ov.3 governor and otherstate 
officers, five justices of the supreme court, 
and bot h branches of the legislature. 
Ohio 
elected on Oct. 13, governor and other 
sta te officers and legislature, and voted up­ 
on two proposed amendm ents to the con­ 
stitution of the state, which rr ate to the 
election of township officers and change 
the tim e of the biennial elections of state 
officers and legislature to the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November. 
Penn­ 
sylvania willeleot onN'ov. 3 state treasurer. 
Rhode Island elected on April 1 the repub­ 
lican candidates for governor and other 
sta te officers and legislature. 
Virginia will 
elect on Nov. 3 governor, lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, and attorney general and legislature. 
W isconsin re-elected on April 7. without 
opposition, the republican candidate for 
associate judge of the supreme court. 


Success iiI R epublicans in Ohio. 


The Ohio election resulted in the prob­ 
able election of the whole republican ticket, 
as follows: 
Governor, Joseph B. Foraker; Lieutenant 
Governor. Rol>ert P. Kennedy; Treasurer 
of State, John C. Brown; Attorney General, 
Jacob A. Kohler; Supreme Judge 
(long 
term ), T. A. Minshall; Supreme J udge (short 
term), YV. T. Spear; Board of Public Works, 
Wells S. J ones. 
The Republican plurality is 
from 10,- 
000 to 15,000. 
While 
no positive statem ent can be 
made as to the political complexion of the 
legislature, it is more than probable! hat t he 
Republicans will have a good 
working 
m ajority, which will insure the re-election 
of John Sherman to the senate. 
A Colum­ 
bus dispatch says: “Chairman Powell, of 
the Democratic com m ittee, concedes the 
election of the .Republican state ticket by 
from 15,000 to. 20,000, and thinks they 
ha ve carried both bra nches of the legislature. 
Gov. H oadlev thinks the Democrats may 
have sa ved the senate. 
The Republican ex­ 
ecutive 
com m ittee claim the election of 
Foraker by from fifteen to eighteen thou­ 
sand plurality,though the complete returns 
may make it more. 
They have informa­ 
tion from all the doubtful counties, and 
have elected their representatives. They 
claim a m ajority in joint ballot outside of 
H am ilton county.

There is, perhaps, nosingleindi­ 
vidual livingsouth of St. Paid who has been 
so intim ately connected with the growth 
of tlie southern portion of Minnesota ashe. 
And the people along the line of the South­ 
ern M innesota railroad feel that in his 
death they have lost a friend ami benefac­ 
tor. Though suddenly and violently strick­ 
en down in the m idst of his neighbors and 
friends, and at a tim e when he had the 
least occasion to apprehend danger of this 
kind,his mind was clear,his faith unclouded,

wife, hoarded in the hotel of the former's 
mother. 
Barnett's wife had a note belong 
ing to him which she gave Morgan contra­ 
ry to t he wishes of her husband. The trou­ 
ble which led to the fatal act was t heimme- 
diateymtgrow th of l ’arnett s efforts, toget 
t iiis note back, but is supposed by many to 
have been heightened bv an undercurrent of 
jealousy in regard to improper intim acy 
between M organ'and Barnett's wife.

this as it may, Barnett appears to have 
b« cii smarting under som e intense feeling of 
w rong done him when he w rought himself 
up to the desperate deed. 
He is thirty-six 
venrs of age, a lawyer of Hyde Park, Chi­ 
cago. and somewhat, nervous in tem pera­ 
ment.

New York Special: Cardinal John Me- 
Closkey died at ten minutes before 1 o ’clock 
on the morriing of the lo th inst., in the 
marble residence on the Madison a venue side 
of thegreat gray cathedral, lie had begun to 
sink rapidly in the afternoon. 
Sym pathy 
had attracted to t he house during the day all 
sorts and conditions of men, andfrom dawn 
until late at night the door kept open­ 
ing to adm it callers, among whom were 
clergymen of every denom ination. 
The 
cardinal made an effort to talk in the 
early morning, but his weakness prevented 
him. 
It was apparent by Ids m otions that 
he understood what w’as going on around 
him. 
His brightness led t he anxious a tteml- 
anta to hope th at a change for the better 
had occurred; but he began to grow weak­ 
er as the morning wore on. 
He was un­ 
able 
to 
recognize 
his 
inn. t 
intim ate 
friend iwhen Dr. Keyes called 
a t 3:30 in 
the afternoon. 
He became unconscious 
at 4 o ’clock. 
When it became evident, 
early in the evening, that he was in a 
tlying condition, Vicar General Preston, 
his confessor, and Father Daub esse were 
summoned to his liedside. 
They arrived 
tw o hours before his death, and were with 
him to the end. 
The three nieces, Mrs. 
John Kellv, Miss Mullen and Mrs. t ’leary 
of W ashington and Catherine, the old ser­ 
vant. were with him when he died. 
The 
reverend monsignors prayed fervently and 
repeated invocations for the dying. 
Half 
past twelve, and the scene was one simply 
of waiting. 
At 12:50 a. ra. the end came, 
and so peacefully and painlessly th at those 
w ho watched scarcely knew thegreat change 
had ccrne until Dr. Keyes signified that all 
was over and th at the cardinal was dead. 
No man of the present century has figured 
more conspicuously.aud vet m odestly,in t he 
history of the Catholic church than Ca:di- 
nal .John McCloskey. 
He was born in 
Brooklyn, N. 
March 10, 1810, of Irish 
parents, who were? not rich, but were well 
enough to do to i-end their son to college. 
In the autum n of 1821 he was sent to 
Mount St. Marv s college, near Eiiimitts- 
burg, Frederick county, Md. 
During the 
Seven years which followed, the piety am! 
m odesty of his nature, 
his gentle and 
sw ■ et 
disposition, 
his 
enthusiasm 
for 
his studies, and his abilities as a student, 
won for him the esteem and adm iration <>f 
all who knew him. 
On Jan. 12, 1834. lie 
was ordained a priest in St. Patrick’s ca­ 
thedral New Y'ork. by the Rt. Rev. Dr. Du­ 
bois. 
After his ordinal ion-lic was sent to 
Rome, studied two years in the Roman col­ 
lege, spent another year in France, and on 
his return was appointed assistant priest, 
of St. Joseph’s church in New Y ork, ami six 
m onths after became priest of the 
ari-h. 
In 1841 Bishop Hughes nom inated him 
first president of St. Joseph’s college, Ford 
ham, but in 18 12 In* resumed charge of St. 
Joseph's. 
At the solicitation of Bishop 
Hughes he was a p p o i n t e d his coadjutor. 
Nov. 21, 18 13, with the title of JL-diop 
Auxerre, and was const crated March 10, 
1844. In the division o f the dioc**** of New 
York, which took place in 18 17, Bishop Mr- 
Closkey was nom inated first bishop of Al­ 
bany, May 21. 
After the death of Archbishop H u g h e s , 
he was appointed to the see of New Y ork 
May 6, 1884, and took 
pot-***"ion of it 
Aug. 2 1. 
On March 15, 
1875 
Archbishop Mc­ 
Closkey was made a cardinal of the 
ord* 1 
of priests, he being t he first American <. 1 r- 
dinal ever appointed. 
On the death >4 tie* 
pope in February, 1 -78 he was s o.uinou- 
ed to Rome to attend the conclave of o r­ 
dinals for the election of a 
successor to 
Pius IX.

The machinery in the entire plant 
is run 
by 
water power, 
though 
the 
furnaces use ninety coiun of wood daily. 
The concentrator and smelter buildingsare 
the largest structures in the Rocky m oun­ 
tains. 
The com pany has let a contract to 
c’ftpliceA McCune for 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 cords of wood, 
which is now being delivered, and which will 
cost over $ 1,000,000. This item alone 
gives an idea of the im m ensity ol the works 
and earnestness of the com pany. 
The 
Anaconda mine is conceded to be the great­ 
est copper property in America, and when 
the contem plated increase is made in the 
capacity of t he concentrator and smelter, 
1,000 ton s of ore will be daily extracted 
and 
reduced. 
The com pany gives direct 
em ploym ent to 800 men in B utteandA na­ 
conda.

le tte r from I)es Moines: 
The fearful in­ 
crease of insanity in this state is a m atter 
causing grave apprehension. 
The state is 
unable to provide for the increased number 
of insane. 
With two large hospitals, filled 
to overflowing, and a third in progress of 
construction, 
hundreds have to lie pro­ 
vided for in county asylum s. 
In 1875, 
there 
were 
746 
inm ates 
in 
the two 
hospitals, 3 97 
males and 849 females. 
July 1 , 1885, there were 1,124,514 mules 
aud 510 females. 
This is an increase of 
nearly 50 per cent in a decade, 
while the 
increase of population has been only 36 per 
cent. 
The report of the Independence hos­ 
pital shows there have been adm itted from 
the beginning2,451 patients—males, 1,304: 
females, 1,057; of foreign birth, 1,001. 
At 
Mount Pleasant hospital there have tieen ad 
m itted from the l>egining 5,838 patients 
males. 3.342; females, 2.406; of foreign 
birth, 1,563. 
It is probably true that at 
len.st one-third the insane are not in the 
asylum s.

not die—I cannot die! 
Something 
tells me 
I 
shall 
find 
mm, 
and 
write it larger, KIND HIM. 
FIND 
HIM!” 
Full of the intensity of convict on, a 
faith born of the faith in God, Stanley 
pressed on, heedless of hardships, till 
one day he, with his party, came in 
s ght of Lake Tanganika, and a little 
later he stood in the presence of the 
great traveler, who for years L a 1 lost 
tidings of his native laud. am. ..mi al­ 
most ceased to look for aid from his 
countrymen. 
But for the faith of Stanley. Dr. 
Livingstode might baved ed of starva­ 
tion, and the world remained ignorant 
of his fate. 


The subsequent career of Stanley 
has brought into greater prominence 
h s sublime faith and resolute persist­ 
ence which is satisfied with nothing 
but the attainm ent of his object, v.h efi 
has already placed the world deeply in 
debt. 
The leaf from the journal repeats an 
ohl lesson: Faith is power. 


“Endurance Is the crowning quality 
And j atience all the passion of great hearts; 
These are their stay, and when the leaden 
world 
Sets its hard face against 
their 
fateful 
thought. 
And brute strength like a conqueror 
Plunges its huge mail down on the other 
scale,

General Grant's Career. 
lOeper * Magazine. 
The *tory of General G rant’s life 
savors more of romance than reality; 
t is more like a fable of ancient days 
than the history of an American citi­ 
zen of the nineteenth century. As li^ht 
and shade produce the most attractive 
effects in a picture, *0 the contrasts in 
the career of the lamented general, the 
strange vicissitudes of his eventful life, 
surround him with an interest which 
attaches to few characters in history. 
His r se from the obscure lieutenant 
to 
the commander of th ? veteran 
armies of the great republic, his tran- 
s tion from the frontier post of the u n ­ 
trodden West to the Executive Mau- 
s on of ihe nat on: his sitting at one 
time in a 1 ttle *torc in Galena, not 
even known to the congressman of his 
district; at 
another 
time 
striding 
through the palaces of the Old World 
with the descendants of a line of kings 
rising aiui standing uncovered in his 
] r«*.*ence; his hum le bir.h in an Ohio 
town s arcely known to the geograph­ 
er: h s distressing illness and courag­ 
eous dea’h in the bo-om of the nation 
he had saved 
these are the features 
of h s marvelou* career which appeal 
to the imaginat on. excite men’s won­ 
der. and fasc nate the minds of all w ho 
make a study of his life. 
Many of the motives which actuated 
him ami the real sources of strength 
em plo\ed in the putting forth of h s 
singular powers will never b**- fully 
understood, for added to a habit of 
communing much with h mself was a 
modesty which always seemed to make 
him shrin* from speaking < f a m atter 
so personal to him a* an analysis of 
h s ow n mental powers, and those 
who knew him best somet mes under­ 
stood him the least. 
Hi* most inti­ 
mate assoc:ate* often had to judge the. 
man by tin* 
results accomplished, 
without comprehe d ng 
the 
cau ses 
which produced them. 
Even to the 
writer of th * article, after having 
served with the general for nine years 
continuously, both in the field and at 
the presidential man*.on, he will in 
some respects always rerna n an enig­ 
ma.

Cardinal Mc C lo s k y C a lm ly a n d P e a c e f u l l y 
Drest lie* H is Last—Sketch «T His Life. 


New York Special; Cardinal John Mr- 
Closkey died at ten minutes before I o ’clock 
on the morning of the lo th inst., iii the 
marble residence on the Madison a venue side 
of thegreat gray cat his! rah He had begun to 
Bink rapidly in the afternoon. 
Sympathy 
had attracted to t he houoeduring theday all 
sorts and conditions of men, andfrom dawn 
until late at night the door kept ojien- 
ing to admit callers, among whom were 
clergymen of every denomination. 
The 
cardinal made an effort to talk in the 
early morning, but Iii* weakness prevented 
him. 
It was apparent by his m otions that 
he understood what was going on around 
him. 
ll is brightness led t he anxiims a ttcnd- 
ants to hope that a change for the better 
had occurred; but ho began to grow weak­ 
er aa the morning wore on. 
He was un­ 
able to 
recognize 
bis 
mo t 
intim ate 
friend twhen Dr. Keyes called 
at 3:30 In 
the afternoon* 
He became unconscious 
at 4 o ’clock* When it became evident, 
early in the evening, th at he was in a 
dying condition, Vicar General Preston, 
his confessor, and Father Daub esse were 
summoned to his liedside. They arrived 
two hours before bis death, and were with 
him to the end. 
The three nieces, Mrs. 
John Kelly, Miss Mullen and Mrs. Cleary 
of W ashington and Catherine, the old ser­ 
vant. were with him when he died. 
Tile 
reverend monsignors prayed fervently ami 
repeated invocations for the dying. 
Half 
past twelve, and the scene was one simply 
of waiting. 
At 12:50 a. rn. the end came, 
and so peacefully and painlessly that those 
who watched scarcely knew thegreat change 
had ccme ti ut ll Dr. Keyes signified that all 
was over and that the cardinal was dead. 
No man of the present century has figured 
more conspicuously.and yet m odestly.in the 
history of the Catholic church than Ca.di- 
nal John McCloskey. 
He was born in 
Brooklyn, N. NL, March IO, 1810, of Irish 
parents, who were riot rich, but were well 
enough to do to rend their son to college. 
In the autumn of 1821 he was sent to 
Mount St. Mary’s college, near Eminitts- 
burg, Frederick county, Md. 
During the 
Seven years which followed, the piety anil 
m odesty of his nature, 
his gentle and 
sw. et 
disposition, 
his 
enthusiasm 
for 
his studies, and his abilities as a student, 
won for him the esteem and admiration of 
all who knew* him. 
On Jan. 12, 1834. he 
was ordained a priest in s t. Patrick's ca­ 
thedral New York. by the Bt. Rev. Dr. Du­ 
bois. 
After his ordinal ion he wa* sent to 
Rome, studied two years in the Roman col­ 
lege, spent another year in France, and on 
his return was appointe*! assistant priest 
of St. Joseph's churchill New York, 
months after became priest of Gu­ 
in 1841 Bishop Hughes nominal 
first president of St. Joseph scolieg 
ham, but in 1842 la* resumed charg 
Joseph'*. 
At the solicitation of 
Hughes he wa- appointed his co; 
Nov. 21, I SIB with the title of 
Auxerne, and was cons" crated Mn 
1844.

The mustard, however, is gen­ 
erally liked, and adds to the relish. 
\\ hen it is not convenient to boil a 
whole ham, and out a small number of 
sandwiches are to be made, the ham 
may be nicely cooked by cutting into 
tiiiu slices and steamed uutil thorough­ 
ly done. 
Sandwiches may also be made out of 
light rolls, but bread is be.-t for tho 
purpose. 
Tney may be varied indeli- 
nitely by udng dlfereut kinds of liliing. 
The following will be found nice rel­ 
ishes for tiding, and will give consider­ 
able variety: 
Peace one cupful of grated or tinely- 
cbopped ham m an earthen bowl, add 
two teasp >ou: 11 is of mixed mustard, 
one-third capital of any kind of sour 
pickles, minced as tine as possible, and 
two tablespoontuis of melted butter. 
•S:ir aud won; 
together uutil all is 
mixed iutu asm o Ah mass. 
The yolks 
of two kard-bobe l eggs may be added 
or omitted as preferred. 
Corned or p>a.u boiled rue..t makes 
good saudw ch s. 
Chop hue, to each 
cuplui add one level teaspoonfui of 
salt, one of pepper, one of mustard, 
two tablespoon*-us of melted butter, or 
lour of water in which tho meat was 
boiled. 
A.ix lao;ougbly. 
A good spiced Idling can be made by 
changing the seasoning, instead of the 
pepper and mustard, use one-third tea­ 
spoonful of allspice, not quite so much 
cinnamon and a small pinch of ginger. 
Tonguo for sandwiches should bo 
chipped into very tiny pieces, 
or 
chopped. 
A small quantity of mustard 
on it is a great improvement, but it 
will require 110 other seasoning. 
Still another filling is made as fol­ 
lows: Take a can of fresh pickled oys­ 
ters; drain from the liquor, and look 
them over carefully to remove all bits 
of shell. 
With a sharp knife cut each 
oyster into three or four pieces. 
Grate 
stale bread or crackers; to each cupful 
of prepared o\ sters take one cupful of 
crumbs, and enough liquor to partially 
moisten, 
llave ready a pan with a 
small quantity of melted butter; turn 
in the oysters after they have been 
well mixed 
with 
crumbs, 
and fry 
brown, but not hard. 
Spiced beef is always bettor relished 
than plain meat. 
Remove ail bones 
from a piece weighing about 
four 
pounds; rub it well with cinnamon, 
allspice, pepper and celery sait. 
Roll 
tightly and lie. 
Boil uutil done in wa­ 
ter enough to cover, to which has been 
added one-third of an ounce of each of 
tiie following spices: Ginger, cloves, 
ciuuamon, alspice and mace. 
When 
cold dust oil all spice adhering to the 
outside, aud cut iu very thin slices. 
Spiced oysters are made by pouring 
hot spiced vinegar 
over 
fresh 
or 
canned oysters drained out of their 
juice. 
The vinegar should be highly 
spiced 
and boiling 
when 
poured 
over the oysters; they will then bo 
ready for use in a few hours. 
This is a 
favorite delicacy for picnics. 
Hard-boiled eggs are another regu­ 
lar picnic d.sh. 
These should always 
be boiled for half an hour at least, and 
the shells left on until time to servo 
them. 
I'ickled eggs make a nice change. 
Boil the eggs hard, remove the shell 
and drop the whole egg into hot vine­ 
gar which has been seasoned high with 
salt, pepper, mustard, cinnamon and 
allspice. 
The eggs should remain in 
the vinegar over night at least 
The vinegar is drained off and the 
eggs placed iu a jar before packing iu 
the baskets, for all liquids must be dis­ 
pensed with as much as possible in 
baskets which are to be carried any 
distance. 
Sweets are never in so great demand 
at picnics as other things which have 
more of a relish, still they must form 
part of tho feast. 
A little pie which is generally a favor­ 
ite is made of cinnamon in the shape of 
a turn-over. 
Make a short flaky crust, 
roll out into sheets about four inches 
across; on half of each sheet sprinkle 
sugar to the depth of a third of an inch; 
moisten this with water, 
and lastly 
sprinkle on enough of ground cinna­ 
mon to cover well. 
Turn over tho 
other half, fasten the edges firmly to­ 
gether aud bake quickly. 
While hot, 
rub the white of an egg over tho top 
and sprinkle with granulated sugar. 
Lemon t;irts are made thus: Line a 
small patty pan with paste; bake; then 
put in each a teaspoonful of lemon 
jelly made by boiling together until 
clear, one cupful of sugar, the yolks of 
two eggs, the juice, part of tho rind of 
two lemons beaten together. 
Beat the 
whites to a froth, add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of powdered sugar after the jelly 
has been put in the tart, place on top a 
spoonful of the froth aud brow n in the 
oven. These arc delicious. 
A large pie 
may be made iu the same way, but for 
picnic luncheons the tarts are much 
more easily carried. 
Lemonade is always in demand. 
It 
saves considerable trouble if, instead 
of taking lemons and making lemonade 
after arriving at the grounds, the juice 
is squeezed from the lemons aud put in 
a tightly-corked bottle with the proper 
amount of sugar before leaving home. 
Nothing is then left to do but to add 
water and ice.

A good spiced lilliug can be made by 
changing the seasoning, instead of the 
pepper and nm-.turd, use one-third tea­ 
spoonful of allspice, not quite so much 
cinnamon and a small pinch of ginger. 
Tonguo for sandwiches should bo 
chipped into very tiny pieces, 
or 
chopped. 
A small quantity of mustard 
on it is a great improvement, but it 
will require no other seasoning. 
Still another tilling is made as fol­ 
lows: Take a can of Iresh pickled oys­ 
ters; drain from the liquor, ami look 
them over carefully to remove all bits 
of shell. 
With a sharp knife cut each 
oyster into three or four pieces. 
Grate 
stale bread or crackers; to each cupful 
of prepared o \ stirs take one cupful of 
crumbs, and enough liquor to partially 
moisten. 
Have ready a pan with a 
small quantity of melted butter; turn 
in the oysters after they have been 
well mixed with 
crumbs, 
and fry* 
brown, but not hard. 
Spiced beef la always better relished 
than plain meat. 
Remove all bones 
from a piece weighing about 
four 
pounds; rub it well with cinnamon, 
allspice, pepper and celery salt. 
Roll 
tightly and tie. 
Boil until done in wa­ 
ler enough to cover, to which has been 
added one-lhird of au ounce of each of 
tho following spices: (finger, cloves, 
cinnamon, alspice and mace. 
When 
cold dust oil all spice adhering to the 
outside, aud cut iu very thin slices. 
Spiced oysters are made by pouring 
bot spiced vinegar 
over 
fresh 
or 
canned oysters drained out of their 
juice. 
The vinegar should be highly 
spiced 
and boiling 
when 
poured 
over the oysters; they will then be 
ready for use in a few hours. 
This is a 
favorite delicacy for picnics. 
Hard-boiled eggs are another regu­ 
lar picnic d .>h. 
These should always 
be boiled for half an bour at least, and 
the shells left on until time to servo 
them. 
Pickled eggs make a nice change. 
Boil the eggs hard, remove the shell 
and drop the whole egg into hot vine­ 
gar which has been seasoned high with 
salt, pepper, mustard, cinnamon and 
allspice. 
The eggs should remain in 
the Vinegar over night at least 
The vinegar is drained off and the 
eggs placed in a jar before packing in 
the baskets, for all liquids must be dis­ 
pensed with as much as possible in 
baskets which are to be carried auy 
distance. 
Sweets are never in so great demand 
at picnics as other things which have 
more of a relish, still they must form 
part of tho feast. 
A little pie which is generally a favor­ 
ite is made of cinnamon in the shape of 
a turn-over. 
Make a short flaky crust, 
roll out into sheets about four inches 
across; on half of each sheet sprinkle 
sugar to the depth of a third of an inch; 
moisten this with water, and lastly 
sprinkle on enough of ground cinna­ 
mon to cover well. 
Turn over tho 
other half, fasten the edges firmly to­ 
gether aud bake quickly. 
While hot, 
rub the white of an egg over the top 
and sprinkle with granulated sugar. 
Lemon harts are made thus: Line a 
small patty pan with paste; bake; then 
put in each a teaspoonful of lemon 
jelly made by boiling together until 
clear, one cupful of sugar, the yolks of 
two eggs, the juice, part of tho rind of 
two lemons beaten together. 
Beat the 
whites to a froth, add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of powdered sugar after the jelly 
has been put in the tart, place on top a 
spoonful of the froth ami brow n in Hie 
oven. These are delicious. 
A large pie 
may be made in the same way, but for 
picnic luncheons the tarts are much 
more easily carried. 
Lemonade is always in demand. 
It 
saves considerable trouble if, instead 
of taking lemons and making lemonade 
after arriving at the grounds, tho juice 
is squeezed from the lemons aud put in 
a tightly-corked bottle with the proper 
amount of sugar before leaving home. 
Nothing is then left to do but lo add 
w ater and ice.

The way to get the better of the 
bilious system without blue pills or 
quinine is to take the juice of one, two 
or three lemons, as appetite craves, in 
as much ice water as makes it pleas­ 
ant to drink without sugar before go­ 
ing to bed. 
in tho morning, on rising, 
at least a half hour before breakfast, 
take the juice of one lemon in a goblet 
of water. 
This will cure the system of 
humor and bile with efficiency, without 
any of the weakening effects of calo­ 
mel or Congress water. 
People should 
not irritate the stomach by eating lem­ 
ons clear; the powerful acid of the 
juice, which is always most corrosive, 
invariably produces inflammation after 
awhile, but, properly diluted, so that it 
does not burn or draw the throat, it 
does its medical work without harm, 
aud, when the stomach is clear of food, 
has abundant opportunity to 
work 
over the system thoroughly, says a 
medical authority.

unoticed he was received with a linos* 
royal honors. 
The tender which met

was m esented to him and he was es­ 
corted to his place of temporary* so­ 
journ. 
A special train was prepared 
for his journey to London, and the 
chairm an and general manager of the 
com pany were in charge of it. The 
station s at which the engine stopped 
for water were gay with bunting and 
trium phal arches, and the municipal 
authorities were in attendance on the 
platform s with addresses. 
The gener­ 
al made no attem pt to restrain, even

sion as to w hat they think. No discreet 
public speaker,in making fq*eeches eve­ 
ry thirty or forty miles, will, in fact, 
make the sam e speech with which he 
lagan. 
H e will lose the speech with 
whirh he began, and construct a new 
oik* under the dictation of the audi­ 
ences before hint. 
He is under the in­ 
fluence of the people, and comes to 
reftlize what they’ believe, and 
lie 
knows what opinions and arguments 
will produce effect and what consider­ 
ations are valueless. 
Iu that retqiect 
tlu* stum p speaker ha-anim m eusead- 
vantage over the new -papT . 
Now, 
the newspaper men wiii please pardon 
me for saying th at, while for every 
three years and nine m onths in the 
quadrennial they appear to rule, dur­ 
ing the three m onths preceding a pres­ 
idential election, wIkmi the men who 
take part in public affairs present 
them selves before the people and pre­ 
sent t fie issues and arguments on one 
side and tlu* other, tin; pre.-s. om nip­ 
otent as it is. bows itself to the men 
who canvass t lie count ry, and merely 
reproduces the opinions and 
argu­ 
ments which the stum p orators set 
forth, 
it is difficult to state what the 
art of oratory is. 
Great men, from 
Quintilian all alom.% have endeavored 
to explain w hat it is, but it is still a 
m ystery. 
But we know th at there are 
some men under som e circumstances 
who, by the voice, by the manner and 
gesture, produce not only tem porary 
but lasting im pressions on the mind. 
Men who possess these gifts in any 
country or civilization of the world 
will have power. 
When the man ap­ 
pears who shall express himself as did 
Demosthenes, Cicero, Burke, G rattan, 
or Webster he will have made an in­ 
delible mark upon the history of his 
country, and leave his name for the 
consideration and adm iration of fu­ 
ture genera t ions.”
